First Sunday in Lent 

February 20 & 21, 2010 

Contemplation of Lent 

"For it is witli your heart that you believe and are justified^ and it is with your mouth that you confess 
and are saved," -Romans 10: 8-13 

Lent is a time of contemplation, a quiet time, a reflective time. Often we think of it as a sad time, 
for it is a time when we remember our sins, our weaknesses, all the things that separate us from God, and 
we are called to repent. In all of this, at Lent, the shadow of the cross hangs heavily over us. We are 
approaching the crucifixion of Our Lord. We are heavy hearted. 

So it is a blessing to have this scripture passage to contemplate in Lent, for it is above all things hope- 
ful and reassuring. The word is near, it says. If we confess that Jesus is Lord, we will be saved, it says. If 
we trust in Him we will not be put to shame, it says. We are all alike before him. Not one of us needs to 
feel inferior. He will bless us richly, all of us who ask it. 

So many things in life are difficult, and the outcome is uncertain. We are always marching, sometimes 
wandering, into a future that is as black as a moonless midnight. We don't know what is ahead even 
tomorrow. We can never be sure that what we start, what we envision, will work out. We marry, we have 
children, we take on jobs, we go on trips, we start businesses, we move to new towns, and there is no 
assurance that any of it will work out. Marriages can disappoint, so can children, illness can change it all, 
jobs can disappear, businesses can fail, towns may be hit by tornadoes-cheerful picture isn't it? Happy 
and joyous things happen, too, and they do. But in this life it is not given to us to know what's coming 
next. Even the best people suffer disappointments and failures. That's the truth that makes us cry at 
weddings and tremble when we sign contracts. But as to our faith, that outcome is sure: "Everyone who 
calls on the name of the Lord will be saved, " 

Thank you Lord for the assurance of your faithfulness and your promise that when we trust in you, 
our eternal future is assured. Amen -Chris Goble
